A is eo large and so diverse 
ἃ vation that one Chinese often 
cannct understand the words 
spoken by another. A Westerner 
here for the first time can do little 
mare than sort out bis impressions. 

But for those Americans who 
came to Peking lest week with 
President Nixon, the impression — 
and « few highly tentative conclu- 
sions — crowded in from all direc- 
tions. Those recorded here are sub 
jective, inexpert and perhaps naive; 
but they are strong and fresh, and 
80 perhaps worth recording, 

First and repeatedly, there is the 
impression that the Chinese, at least 
as observed in and around Peking, 
are well-fed, well-clothed, proa- 
perous by the standards of thelr 
own past — and that they are in- 
deed building themselvés 3 new and 
better society.

Second, there is the impression 
that the Chinese ere not deeply con- 
cerned about what goes on beyond 
their own borders. For one thing, 
the horizon of most Chinese is barely 
beyond their own city limits; for 
another, they seem busy enough with 
thetr own tasks. This is surely true 
of the rank-and-file, the 800 mil- 
Mion whose life is almost ali work 
and supervised study with a mini- 
mum of free tlme to themselves, 
It seems, at least from casual con- 
versations — to be true also of the 
officials high and low who run 
the country. 

Third, the Chinese — high and 
low — do indeed work hard, and 
the results are impreasive by any 
standard, An immense labour force 
4 tightly and apparently efficiently 
organized workers seem generally 
motivated by the endlessly repeated 
Utany of Mao Tse-tung, however 
simplistic it may sound to foreign 
ears; workmanship is generally good 
whether the product ts bathing-suits 
made in basement sewing shops or 
electromc components assembled in 
university laboratories. 

A fair measure of competence 
and organization is the way the 
Chinese coped with the staggering, 
and unprecedented, problems of 
handling the Presidential visit. 


Meticulous care 


Every step was planned with me- 
tuculous care; every schedule was 
met; every American was comfort- 
ably housed, magnificently fed, pro- 
vided with everything he needed to 
his job — and then some, The 
game thoroughness seems to mark 


glass to cleaning new-fallen snow 
from the city’s streets. 

The Chinese, while at first shy, 
proved by the week-end to be warm, 
amiable, cheerful and forthcomlog

Mao. The signal for public approval 
of the Nixon visit was the announce- 
ment — conveyed by all of the 
State's propaganda. or; -- that 
Mao had met with Nixon the first 
day of the visit. 

Firm friends 

In a matter of hours the entire 
public atmosphere . Cook 
reserve gave Way to smiling bos- 
pitality and assertions that “the 
people of China and the U.S.” are 
firm friends. 

But balancing this impression of 
Mao's towering infiueace wag the 
sight, at the two State banquets 


good here, of China's top leadership — 


aod the realization that these are 
very old men indeed, Chou En-lai, 
Yeh Chion-Ying, Li Hsien-nies, Kuo 
Mo Jo — ali are over 70. It is a 
sight to sober anycne who looks to 
China’s present ruling group for 
long-range poucy formulstion, and 
there i8 no second echelon visibic 
to the foreigner to take the place 
of the old leaders. 

A final Impression for many of 
the visiting Americans who have 
visited ether Asian countries was 
that this capita! is unlike any of 
the other grea: cit‘es of this con- 
tinent. There is ἃ decorum, an al- 
most purposeful duiiness in all outs 
ward things that contrasts sharply 
with Tokyo or Bangiok or Manila 
or Saigor or Seoul. : 

Even without their bulky winter.

NEW YORK (AP). -— Vladimir Bu- 
xevsky, the 29-year-old dissident 
Ssviet writer who has vowed to 
battle resurgent Stalinism in the 
Scviet Union, has lost an appeal 
for a new tnal and been sent to 
one of the country's toughest prl- 
sons, his friends reported Wednes- 
day. 

Mr. Bukovsity must sow serve 
hus fuil 12-year sentence — two in 
prison, five at hard labour in a 
tamp and five in remote exile, He 
was accused of slandering the gov- 
ernment and spreading ant!-Soviet 
sentiments.

When he was teat convicted, he 
told the court he believed Soviet 
society was “sick with the fear 
which has come down to us from 
the Stalin era.” He has promised 
that if he suvives he will continue 
his struggle.

Following the Six Day War, the 
militery wing was handed back to 
the Assumptionists, who received 
compensation for damage caused in 
both the 1948 and 1967 wars regard- 
less of which side had caused it. 

The handful of monks running the 
massive building found a white 
eleprant. To repair the war damage 
and modernize the building would 
have required vast sums and the 
Order’s leaders in Rome finally de- 
cided to sell the building and use 
the proceeds for other activities in 
Israel. It was the Order’s Superior- 
General who concluded the sale in 
New York to Hamenuta. 

The Vatican was extremely upset 
by the move, and challenged the 
sale in Jerusalem District Court. 
Bishop Hanna » the Vicar- 
General of the Latin Patriarch, tes- 
‘fled that it was against the Church’s 
policy tc sell its assets in the Holy 
Land. Pessession of Notre Dame 
gave the Church 2n important pres- 
ence within 400 metres of the Holy 
Sepulchre, where its proprietary 
rights 2rz limited. 

ViGLATED CANON LAW 

In the movel case, presented be- 
fore Judge Miriam Ben-Porat, the 
Hoiy See asked the court to ban 
the saie on the grounds that it had 
been made in violation of canon law. 
Court spectators, who consisted 
mostiy of clergymen, heard the Jew- 
ish lawyera for the opposing sides — 
both of them experts in canon law 
—debating its finer points like Je- 
suits. (Mr, Avraham Suchovolsky of 
Tel Aviv represented the Holy See 
and Mr. Arnold Spaer of Jerusalem 
represented Hamenuta,) 

The Holy See, in the first claim 
it has ever made before an Israel 
court, contended that, according to 
canon law, the Pope had to anprevé 
the sale, The Assumptionista cited 
“experimental regulations” drawn up 
by the Order in 1969 giving its 
Superior-General authority to enact 
financial transactions. The regula- 
tions, which ‘had not yet been ap- 
proved by the Holy See, make no 
mention of approval being required 
by the Pope. 

The building had meanwhile been 
transferred by Hamenuta to the 
Bebrew University, which announced 
plans to use It for dormitories and 
laboratories until the Mount Scopus 
campus is completed in a few years. 
The Holy See obtained an injunction 
forbidding it from making any sub- 
stantial clranges in the building until 


. the matter had been settled. Ἂι 


As the court case dragged on, 
discussions were held between ‘the 
Vatican and the Government, The 
Government apparently put pressure 
on the University and Hamenuta to 
accede to the Vatican’s request. 
Both did so reluctantly. 

Tt it mot ‘believed that the Vatican 
was asked for any commitment in 
return. 

The signing of the bill of sale was 
immediately preceded by a court 
judgment ordering the University to 
“return” the property to the Holy 
See. The court was thereby acknow- 
ledging the Holy See’s claim that it 
represented the ‘Assumptionist Order. 

The $963,800 paid by the Holy 
See covers the original $600,000 
Siven the Assumptionists for the 
building plus expenses incurred by 
the University. The letter include 
plans drawn up for the buliding’s 
renovation, taxes, and the installa- 
tion of temporary dormitory facilities 
for several hundred students who 
are living In the building during the 
current academic year. They aze to 
remain until July, 

The Holy See will probably res- 
tore the building's use as a hostelry.
